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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOMANGOReRISATS TOG 


The four schools have been nea: in their respective districts as 
usual. Length of the schools as follows : 

Number 1 eleven weeks in the spring, and eighteen i in the fall and 
winter ; Number 2 ten weeks in the spring, and seventeen in the fall and 
winter ; Number 3 twelve weeks in the spring, and fourteen weeks and 
three days in the fall and winter; Number 4 twelve weeks in the 
spring, and eighteen in the fall and winter. ‘The whole number of 
scholars in town who have attended school the past year is 135. 

It has been a trying year for both teachers and scholars on account 
of sickness. In the spring the measles were prevalent among the pupils 
in districts numbers 1, 2 and 3, and the attendance was correspondingly 
small, and some tried to make a scarlet fever scare of it; but neverthe- 
less good progress was made. ‘The teachers all seemed to have labored 
faithfully, and with great earnestness, and have tried to adapt themselves 
to the different dispositions of the pupils, and to govern them by gen- 
tleness rather than with the rod. 

One ‘needs to visit the schools to get an idea of the qualifications 
required of a teacher to teach and govern a mixed school of fifty pupils 
ranging in age from five to sixteen years, and of the labor required to 
teach them, where there are almost as many classes as there are schol- 

; therefore give them credit for their successes, and judge leniently 
ae facie failures. 

There were no globes or maps in the schools, Peet one diction- 
ary,.and that in the centre school. Your committee felt it their duty to 
purchase ‘four globes and three dictionaries, in addition to the other

necessary supplies of books, writing material, etc. | We also purchased 
more black-board for schools numbers 3 and 4. 


It is time that the people took more interest in the schools and 
school affairs, and made an effort to attend the school meetings. 

The new school house in District No. 1 has been finished, and the 
scholars seem to take pride in it and have kept it in good order; and 
when the grading around it is done and a fence built around three sides, 

it will be quite neat and cosy in appearance. 

7 Number 2 school house needs painting and shingling. Number 3 
school house needs repairing inside and out, and Number 4 needs some 
repairs and painting.
